Company Pays $1000 a Car 
to Install Pay-as-You- 
Entér System. 





Track improvements on the lines of the 
United Railways, costing $1,000,000, will 
have been completed by Oct. 1, when 
work will be stopped because of the 
weather, according to Capt. Robert Mc- 
Culloch. The work was begun four | 
months ago and includes the renewal of 
30 miles of track at a cost of more than 
$30,000 a mile. 

The company ‘is building 50 new cars 
at a cost of $6000 each, and is now 
changing 110 Olive cars from the old 
style to the pay-as-you enter cars. This 
work is costing about $1000 a car. It is 
expected the changes will be made by 
late September, when the pay-as-you-¢n-»} 
ter cars will be placed on the Olive line, 

The tracks, not merely repaired, but 
renewed, are: 

Broadway line, Baden to Bellefontaine 
Cemetery, along the half-mile frontage 
of O'Fallon park, and from Walnut 
street to Washington avenue. 

Easton avenue, fram Grand avenue to 
Garrison avenue. 

Vandeventer, from Park avenue a half 
mile south. 

Bellefontaine, from Meramec street to 
Wilmington avenue; Virginia and Mich- 
igan avenues, from Wilmington avenue 
to Primm street; Pritnm street, between 
Virginia and Wilmington avenues. | 

Grand avenue, from northern terminus 


nue to Windsor place, and Windsor place | 
to Olive street. 

Suburban, Grand avenue to Garrison 
avenue. . 

Practically all this work is now un- 
der way, or already has been completed. 
The work from Windsor place to Olive 
street on Grand avenue has not been 
started, but it will be done during Sep- 
tember. 

A heavy. rail is being laid, especially 
on the downtown lines, where travel is 
heavy. The ne wrail on Broadway is 112 
pounds to the yard. It is being laid in 
concrete, and the street between the 
tracks is being paved with wooden 
blocks.

GEHMAN PRINTING 
CONTRACT MADE 


Reduced \Bid Is Formally Actepted 
and City Register Notifies the 
Various Departments. 





All departments of the City Govern- 
ment received notice Thursday. from 
Register Regan that the city’s new con- 
tract for printing in the German lan- 
guage, recently awarded to the West- 
liche Post, is now in effect. The work 
is to be done for 5 cents a line. 

This formally ends the fight made by 
the Post-Dispatch against the award of 
the contract to the Abend Anzeiger at 
its exorbitant bid of 7 cents a.line and 
is‘a substantial victory won for the city. 

The Anzeiger’s high bid was made on 
May 25, 1908. Previous to that, for 
seven years, it had been doing the work 
for 5% cents a line. 
thre consolidation of the Anzeiger and 
Westliche Post, in the German-Ameri- 
can Press Association. 

The Post-Dispatch called public at- 
tention to the raise and the reason for 
it and the City Council apointed a com- 
mittee, of which Councilman Arthur 
Fitzsimmons was chairman, to investi- 
gate. 

The committee reported that the bid 
was exorbitant and recommending that 
the contract. be not f&warded to the 
Anzeiger. 

in the meantime a temporary contract 
had been let to the Anzeiger at the old 
rate of 56% cents a line. When bids were 
again advertised for, the rate of 7 cents 
a line was again demanded. The bid 
was again rejected. 

Following that the connection of John 
Schroers as business manager of the 
German-American Press Association 
ceased and the Westliche Post then bid 
§ cents, at which figure the awarfl was 
made. 

Prior to the fight made by the Post- 
Dispatch on the exorbitant bid of the 
Anzeiger.the Westliche Post had for 10- 
years bid ~ cents every year.

Of far greater political significance tian the Ver- 
mont election is the result of the primaries in Ne- 
braska, Wisconsin and Michigan. 

We have never been greatly impressed by the su- 
perstition that Vermont is a political barometer. It 
may measure the enthusiasm or apathy of a large 
element of the New England voters, but the New En- 
gland voters do not decide presidential contests. 

or example, in the September election of 1896 the 
Vermont Democrats polled only 14,855 votes. In the 
September election of 1990 they polled 17,129. Judagdd 
by Vermont Mr. Bryan should have been a stronger 
candidate ir 1900 than in 1896, yet he was weaker and 
the majority against him was larger. 

In the September election of 1904 the’ Vermont Dem- 
-ocrats polled nearly as many votes as in 1900, but 
Judge Parker was worse beaten than Greeley. Even 
in respect to the Independence League ihe 1200 votes 
of the Hearst candidate Tuesday in Verinont are no 
index of what the Hearst ticket may dp next Novem. 
ber in the states of New York, New Jersey, Ohio, In- 
diana and California. 

The middle western primaries, however, deserve 
careful consideration. In Nebraska the Democrats 
refused te nominate elther of the two most prominent 
Bryan seekers after the governorship. Dahlman and 
Berge were beaten by Shallenberger. who has never 
been conspicuous as a promoter of Bryanism. Dahl- 
man is not only a member of the Bryan kitchen cabi- 
net, but he is a vociferous friend of Mr. Roosevel: 
and My Policies. 

In Wisconsin Senator Stephenson was indorsed for 
re-election, although La Follette had broken with him 
and erased the OiK mark. Representative Jenkins, 
chairman of the House Judiciary Committee, was 
defeated for renomination, although he had been in- 
dorsed by. Mr. Roosevelt as a Man of My Type. In 
the Michigan primaries the Republicans smashed the 
machine and defeated Gov. Warner for renomination. 
- Whether. or not the Middie West is tore radica! 
thad ever it is certainly more independent. The 
voters are not-asking Mr. Roosevelt, M-. Bryan, Mr 
La Follette or anybody else whom they shall nomi- 
nate and elect to office. They have the'r own ideas 
on that subject and more and more they resent any- 
think that resembles bossism. 

This feeilne is sure to manifest itself in the No- 
vember elections. Four years ago professional] poll- 
ticlans were astonished by the independen: vote which 
elected Douglas Governor of Massachusctis and John- 
son Governor of Minnesota, despite the »verwhelming 
Roosevelt majorities in those states.

Eddie Kelléher Killed “St. Louis 
~ Tommy” Sullivan. 


The release of William (Buck) Taylor 
from the Penitentiary, where he was 
serving a sentence for perjury, marks 
the final chapter in the mystery § sur- 
rounding the murder of “St. Louls Tom- 
omy” Sullivan, a prize fighter, in a 8a- 
loon at Twenty-second and Chestnut 
*reets five years ago. Eddie Keileher, 
who wus twice convicted of the killing, 
is serving 15 years. He has appealed to 
the Supreme Court. 

The killing of Sullivan was an event 


in the history of the old “Bad Lands” 
district when St. Louls was a wide-open 
town. Taylor, the State claimed, was 
jealous of Sullivan’s attentions to a 
woman and confided in Kelleher. 
While Kelleher, Taylor and severa) 
other men were in a saloon Sul! ivan en- 


- tered, Taylor is said to have whispered 


to Kelleher: “There he is now,” and 
a moment later there was a pistol shot 
and Sullivan fell. 

Taylor testified before the grand jury 
that he did not see who fired the shots 
but at the trial of Kelleher stated the 
murder was committed by Kelleher. 
Taylor was later convicted of perjury 
and sentenced to seven years.

Mass in 








Declares Majority of Property 
Owners Favor Joining 
Town to St. Louis. 





If St. Louis wants Weilston, now’s a 
good time w get it. 

For Wellston, which is just across the 
car tracks from {' Louis, wants to rub 
out the line that separates city and 
county and start ‘over as a part of the 


city, if the sentiments expressed at a 
mass meeting Wednesday night are 
those of a majority of the citizens. 

The meeting was the resnkt of a tnove- 
ment.to incorporate Wellston as a city 
of the third class. The petition was pre- 
sented to the County Court some time 
ago, and purported to be signed by a 
majority of the tax-paying residents. 

Several of the leading business men of 
Wellston opposed the proposition to in- 
corporate, and issued the call for the 
mass meeting. They drew up a peti- 
tion, which will be presented to the 
County Court, in which it is declared 
that ‘‘the petition for incorporation does 
not contain a majority of the tax pay- 
ing residents, as alleged,’’ and that “‘the 
majority of the tax paying residents are 
opposed to incorporating.”’ 

Majority for Annexation. 

The petition continues: “‘The majority 
of the tax paying residents * * * are 
in favor of being annexed to the city of 
St. Louis, as, should said territory ,be 
incorporated before being annexed, all 
improvements, such ag sewers, streets, 
etc., put in by Wellston as an incorpor- 
ated city - oulu be condemned by the 
city of St. Louis, thus compelling prop- 
erty owners to pay for such improve- 
ments a second time, which would vir- 
tually result in the confiscation of the 
property of those who are paying for 
their homes on the installment plan.” 

The Wellston Business Men's Associa- 
tion is working hard to incorporate as 
a city, but the first president of the or- 
ganization, C. J. Roberts cf 6217 Cote 
Brillian*>, is opposed to the plan and 
presided as chairman over the remon- 
strance meeting. ~“W. 8. Hofmann of 
6224 Ella avenue was secretary. 

The meeting was held in a yard in the 

block on Easton avenue and was 
attended by about 200 property owners. 
The speakers were Chairman C. J. Rob- 
erts, A. H. Chapman, C. Grow and J. C. 
McAtee. All denounced the incorpora- 
tion movement as a political scheme and 
urged the annexation of Wellston by 
St. Louis.

As a ehange from my 
brown suit I carried a h@f dozen waists, 
one of lace for evening wear, oné of -silk 
and the other four the white kind which 
are easily laundered. 


“Before sailing I was just a bit ap- 
prehensive of what might appear to be 
such an eccentric wardrobe. The party 
of tourists of which I was a member 
included many women, and each was 
supplied with one or more huge trunks 
and bags and boxes innumerable. I had 
heard of the style and fashion affected 
by Northern women and feared that 
they might regard my wardrobe with 
disapproval. Instead, they made a he- 
roine of me and said I was blazing the 
trail for women’s comfort. *° 


“‘We went first to England, then to 
France, Holland and Switzerland. When 
it came to climbing Mount Blanc I de- 
cided that I would need warmer cloth- 
ing, so I purchased a heavy Scotch plaid 
skirt, This, with my rain coat, kept 
me warm. In Italy I climbed to the 
crater of Mount Vesuvius and there my 
brown suit came to grief.

“I insisted on climbing the mountain 
and in my ignorance went far into the 
dang@r sone. Beyond the H#fway 
House I was carried by two peasants 
and we went up until the smoking lava 
scorched their shoes. It was fearfully 
het and when I got back I found my 
dress was burned in several places. 


“At Naples I bought a new gown of 
blue silk and a hat to match and gave 
the old dress to a maid at the ~hotel. 
My brown hat I presented to a maid on 
the ship.”’
